The contract will provide spoils disposal services for Austin Water’s pipeline operations and maintenance and
investigations and rehabilitation units. AGH20 Holdings LLC will provide the pickup and disposal of spoils material
generated by the maintenance and installation of underground lines. The spoils material accumulated includes debris
such as flexible base, hot mix asphaltic concrete, concrete, asphalt millings, soils, vegetation, rock and other debris
generated from street repair and maintenance activities. The City also has the ability to take spoils to AGH20
Holdings LLC for disposal on an as needed basis. The spoils materials will be disposed of in accordance with all
Federal, State, and Local regulations. AGH20 Holdings LLC possesses all applicable permits required for spoils
disposal, including those required by Texas Commission on Environmental Quality.

Delay in approving the contract will result in Austin Water not having a method to dispose of regular spoils, asphalt,
and sewage contaminated spoils and could impact the health and safety of Austin residents.
